UCK believes in living one life at a time;

Apparently there 
is a considerable element in the Church that demands a revision 
of its creed. So much isclear. The rest, according to our lay 
understanding, is perplexity. The situation, as we gather it, is 
this: those demanding revision do so on the ground that the 
Westminster Confession is, in effect, out of date. As one prominent 
light of the Church lately affirmed from his pulpit: «*I would rather shake 
my fist in the face of the Eternal and fling every vile epithet toward the 
stainless throne than lift my hand with that creed towards God’s throne 
and affirm that I taught or believed it.” This gentleman, who, curiously 
enough, still considered himself a good Presbyterian, was promptly forced 
to withdraw. And here is the perplexity. For it appears that neither 
does anybody else in the Church believe or teach this creed; yet those that 
speak out about their unbelief are expelled. We can not follow the rea- 
soning, if reasoning there be. Can any good come of holding publicly and 
officially to that which is informally admitted to be false? If the creed is 
privately condemned why are its assailants publicly condemned? The 
Catholic Church the other day very summarily ejected a prominent mem- 
ber because he would not say he believed the world was made in six of our 
days, and confessed incredulity that the first animals came up.to Adam to 
be named. But the Catholic Church is the frank and avowed champion 
of Ignorance, which is its sole bulwark. It is, therefore, beautifully con- 
sistent, But, sv long as the Presbyterian Church professes not to be a foe 
to enlightenment, the necessity will grow upon it to speak out. 


THE Be HALF-CENT has for a long time been a mere bargain- 
HALF- counter fiction in this country. Now a proposal is forward 
CENT. to resume its coinage. It has been variously received. The 


heavier weight of opinion seems to be against it, It is urged that 
this is not a half-cent country; that we are not poor enough to need the 
humble half-cent.
